Grand Army for many years and held 
the position at the time of his death 
He was defeated on the Republican 
ticket in 1892 for auditor of state, but 
was afterward a member of the state 
board of tax commissioners and tax 
agent for the Pennsylvania railroad 
He was chairman of the board of re­ 
gents of the Indiana soldiers’ and sail­ 
ors’ monument and prominent in the 
Loyal Legion. 
D. M. Tackett, com­ 
mander of the Indiana Grand Army 
has issued an official order calling at 
tention of the posts in this state to 
Colonel W alker’s death. 


Secretary Hurty of the state board 
of health is completing his bulletin of 
statistics for August, showing that 
there was a very material increase in 
the number of typhoid fever cases 
over the corresponding period last 
year. He also has a forecast showing 
the disease is even more prevalent 
this month than last. In August there 
were 3,070 deaths, a rate of 13.6 a 
thousand, an increase of .4 over Au 
gust, 1904. 
Death played havoc with 
infants, taking away 665 under one 
year of age. 
There were 340 deaths 
from tuberculosis, 61 from pneumonia. 
478 from diarrheal diseases, B6 from 
spinal meningitis, 126 from cancer, 
190 from violence, 125 from typhoid 
fever. 
Dr. Hurty believes there were 
1,300 cases of typhoid in Indiana last 
month. 
There were seven murders 
and thirty-four suicides. 
Twenty-four 
people were killed by steam roads, 
but the interurbans managed to get 
through without causing any fatalities. 


State Statistician Stubbs is gather 
ing figures on the Indiana wheat and 
corn crop. 
Reports from over 300 
townships indicate that the yield of 
wheat will exceed 28.000.000 bushels 
as compared with 13,371,340 for last 
year and 27,713,357 for 1903. 
The 
large increase this year is due to in­ 
crease in acreage and the average 
yield, which is about 17.5 from town­ 
ships reporting. 
The com crop prom­ 
ises to be 30,000,000 bushels larger 
than last year, when it was 132,807,473

Des Moines, la., Sept. 23.—Expert 
Chemist Kinney, who has conducted 
the examination of the organs sup­ 
posed to be theft of George Griawold, 
the Des Moines insurance man who 
was supposed to have been murdered 
Sept. 13, last night made a report in 
which he expressed the belief that the 
stomach he examined was not Gris­ 
wold’s but that Cl a man who had been 
dead at least two weeks.

somewhere. The body taken from the 
river three days after Griswold’s dis 
appearance was identified only by its 
clothing, the features being unrecog­ 
nizable. 
It is now disclosed also that 
the stature of the dead man was two 
inches less than Griswold’s. Griswold 
carried about $15,000 life insurance 
and $5,000 accident insurance.

The Last cf Natural Gas. 
Elwood. Ind.. Sept. 23.—The last of 
the big gas pumping stations in this 
locality is being torn down and with 
its disappearance an expenditure of 
more than $500,000 made during tie 
early gas days has disappeared. 
The 
last big station to be dismantled was 
located hour railes south of Elwood ami 
the machinery is being shipped t> 
Sugar Grove. Ohio. 
The stations at 
Strawtown, Fairmount, Curtisville and 
others which formerly sent gas to In­ 
dianapolis and Chicago, have been 
razed and in most instances sold for 
little more than 
the cost of junk 
Probably cot $5,000 was realized. 


New York, Sept. 23.—Syndicate op­ 
erations of the Equitable Life Assur­ 
ance Society were taken up by the in­ 
surance investigating committee and 
consumed the entire afternoon session 
yesterday. Henry R. Winthrop, assist­ 
ant secretary and financial manager 
of that society, was called to the stand 
immediately 
after 
the 
recess 
and 
swore to a record of syndicate partici­ 
pations of his company, also to a rec­ 
ord of sales and purchases of securi­ 
ties for the past five years. 
He de­ 
tailed as far as he was able the trans­ 
actions of the syndicate of “J. H. Hyde 
and associates," and took memoranda 
of all information he was unable to 
supply, which is to be presented at a 
later date. 
One of the operations was in Atlan­ 
tic Coast Line bonds in which “J. H. 
Hyde and associates, the Equitable 
participating as a member,” paid $1,- 
376,096 on call and received $114,500 
profits. 
Mr. W inthrop said there was 
nothing on tho Equitable books to 
show who the associates were nor 
what was Mr. Hyde’s personal profit 
The Equitable participated also in 
a Union Pacific syndicate in the name 
of J. H. Hyde, and when asked by 
what authority the society assumed 
the responsibility of Mr. Hyde’s per­ 
sonal operations, Mr. W inthrop pro­ 
duced the minutes of the finance com­ 
mittee in July, 1903, showing a written 
assignm ent to the company by Mr. 
Hyde of his interest In this syndicate. 
The society had paid into that syn­ 
dicate $1,67O,00C. 
Much of the infor­ 
mation desired in regard to these syn­ 
dicate operations Mr. W inthrop said 
he would have to look up and supply 
later. 
Just before Mr. Winthrop was 
examined, Mr. Hughes read* a long 
letter from Grover Cleveland, who is 
a trustee for the policy holders la ilia 
Equitable under toe Thomas F. Ryan 
trust agreement. 
The letter was of­ 
fered in evidence. 
Mr. Cleveland de­ 
tailed the progress of the trustees in 
mutualizing the company, and said: 
"The obstacles that lie in the path 
of the proposed mutualization are so 
inherent, that even with the greatest 
study and care they cannot be easily 
overcome." 
In conclusion Mr. Cleve­ 
land said: 
“In common with all oth­ 
ers who desire the best conditions in 
this important field of business where 
people have so much at stake, the 
trustees acting for the policy holders 
of the Equitable society will gladly 
welcome any aid in their work which 
may result from the labors of your 
committee.” 
At the morning session Thomas A. 
Buckner, vice president of the New 
York Life Insurance company, describ­ 
ed the agency system of the company 
and the method of paying bonuses. 
A “Nylic" system inaugurated by 
this company, separating the agents 
who create business into grades ac­ 
cording to term of service, was ex­ 
plained and these bonuses Mr. Buck­ 
ner testified, were charged to renewal 
premiums. Moneys received by agents 
from “Nylic," Mr, Buckner said, were J 
in addition to the regular agents’ com­ 
missions. 
W itness said when asked how ex-; 
pensive such a system might be, that 
the total payments to “Nylic" mem- j 
hers aggregated less than I per cent 
of the total premiums 
Mr. Buckner 
was unable to supply a considerable ’ 
amount of information, but will do so 
later. 
Mr. Hughes asked for full state­ 
ments of the insurance written in the 
United States and Canada, also sep­ 
arate statem ents relating to foreign 
.countries, showing premiums and com­ 
missions paid, that it might be ascer­ 
tained how much if any the business 
of the New York Life was being ex­ 
tended in the foreign field at the ex­ 
pense of the American policy holders 
The committee adjourned until next 
Wednesday, Senator Armstrong, chair­ 
man of the committee, announcing 
I that the three days’ session this week 
seemed to be so successful, that it 
would be tried next week if the m atter 
for the council came in as readily as 
it has been doing, the sessions here 
after will be held but three days a 
week.
